Donald Norris, Geologist, 
Speaks to Student Assembly 


H. Boulton Hauled Timber 
For The First Tipple 


Students from grades 7 to 12 
assembled in the auditorium on 
Friday afternoon, March 14, to 
hear Mr. Donald Norris, govern¬ 
ment geologist, speak on the 
geology of this area. Mr. Norris 
is a graduate of the University 
of Toronto and is now doing 
post-graduate work on his doc¬ 
tor’s degree in geology from the 
California Institute of Tech¬ 
nology Passedena, California. 
He is studying stress relief in 
the mines in the Pass for the 
Canadian government. 

Geologists, Mr. Norris told the 
students, attempt to explain the 
changes that have_taken place 
on the earth and what caused 
those changes. The evidence giv¬ 
en by the rocks of the Mirth is 
accumulated and theories are 
arrived at from studying this ev¬ 
idence. To determine the age of 
various rocks, fossilised remains 
of prehistoric animals are studl- 
end and recently a more correct 
method, that of using radio-ac¬ 
tive substances, has been devis¬ 
ed which determines the age of 
the earth as being about bil¬ 
lion years old. In the study of 
the Earth’s history, four major 
divisions of time are used. These 
are the Pre-Cambrian era, 500 
million years or more ago, the 1 
Palaeozoic era, from 200 to 500 
million years ago; the Mesozoic 
era, from 60 to 200 million years 
ago; and the Cenozoic era, from 
60 million years ago to the pres¬ 
ent. Mr. Norris’ talk dealt main¬ 
ly with the period embracing the 
Palaeozoic and Mesozoic eras. 
Mr. Norris pointed out to the 
pupils that geological Evolutions 
deal with millions of years and it 
Is often difficult to think in 
terms of millions. 

He explained the various rocks 
studied, such as sedimentary, 
igneous, and metamorphic rock, 
and what each contributes to 
geological knowledge. The sedi¬ 


mentary rocks are the rocks 
which usually contain fossils. 
Bodies of pre-historlc animals 
were washed down by water and 
deposited In still pools. As sedi¬ 
ment settled over these bodies, 
the pressure of the sediment and 
water turned the sediment to 
rock and fossilized the animal 
remains. Igneous rock is rock 
which was spewed from the hot 
interior of the Earth in the form 
of lava. Evidence of this is seen 
in McGlllvary mine, Mr. Nor¬ 
ris said. Metamorphic rock is 
rock whch has gone through 
changes and has changed its 
physical properties. This type of 
rock destroys all geological re¬ 
cords and causes geologists their 
biggest headaches. 

Mr. Norris showed slides taken 
In the Waterton Park area, 
Banff, Glacier Nat. Park, and 
the Pass area. He pointed out 
how the action of water and Ice 
carve the landscape and how the 
slow but insistent pressure of the 
Earth’s crust heave out the 
mountains. Slides showed rock 
formations In Waterton to to the 
oldest in the district, being 


Harry Boulton 


Harry Boulton needs no Intro¬ 
duction to anyone in Coleman 
or in the Pass. He has been here 
for more years than most of us 
care to remember. Harry was a 
forest ranger for 32 years In this 
area and although retired from 
that position for the past five 
years, he has not given up his > 
activities. Harry is a prominent 
curler In the Pass as any rink 
competing against him will test¬ 
ify. To show his Interest in com¬ 
munity affairs and hiis willing¬ 
ness to co-operate, Mr. Boulton 
has prepared this article him¬ 
self. 

I came West on the ^harvest 
excursion” train in 1903. After 
helping the farmers harvest 
their grain 1 came to Coleman 
and worked at the McLaren saw¬ 
mill, three miles east of town. 
This saw mill with its four log¬ 
ging camps was the largest em¬ 
ployer in the district. Coleman 
was just starting to build and 
most of the lumber was purchas¬ 
ed from this mill. 

Winter came on Nov. 13 that 
year and for a time was quite 
severe, proving quite a hardship 
to carpenters and other laborers 
putting up buildings in Coleman. 
About Dec. 15 a big Chinook set 
in bringing mild, sunny days for 
about a month. 

I was then working for the 
McLaren logging camp located 
south of Sentry as most of the 
logs had been hauled down to 
the river. I came to Coleman and 
got a job driving team for a con¬ 
tractor who was putting in the 
side track for the International 
Coal Co. While on this job I was 
sent up on the hill south of town 
to haul four long timbers. Those 
timbers were used to build the 
first tpple used to send coal from 
this mine. There was a small 
light track from tfte mine entry 
to this tipple and the cars were 
pulled by horses and the coal 
dumped into waiting rail-cars. 
When I look at the massive con¬ 
crete and steel structure that Is 
the present tipple I think of that 
old saying, “from the little 
acorn the mighty oak does 
grow.” 

At this time the Coleman Hotel 
was doing a flourishing busi¬ 
ness, being well furnished and 
possessing a fine bar. Many 
other buildings, both large and 
small, were now rounding Into 
shape. Although Coleman was 
small it was a busy place and 
young men flocked In from all 
comers of the earth, most of 
them spoke little or no English. 

Frank Graham, sr. was the 
spark plug of the town and car¬ 
ried a heavy load of the town’s 


years ago. Mr. Norris explained 
that the red rocks in Red RarL 
Canyon were due to oxidized Iron 
and that similar rock found In 
Glacier National Park was form¬ 
ed at the same time. Slides 
showed lakes, called “cirque 
lakes”, gouged out of mountains 
by the action of glaciers. Mr. 
Norris showed a picture of fam¬ 
iliar Frank slide and told the 
pupils what he believed caused 
the slide. Mr. Norris said the 
formation of the mountain was 
such that the rock formations 
were heaved Into a vertical pos¬ 
ition causing an overhang and 
the action of freezing water 
in fissures forced the rock strata 
farther and farther apart. Add¬ 
ed to this was the under-cutting 
of the Crow’s Nest River and the 
mining operations which added 
their little to weaken the struc¬ 
ture. 

Mountains similar to Crow’s 
Nest mountain were shown and 
explained that these mountains 
were pushed out from the gen¬ 
eral mountain front. This he 
called an over-thrust. The rock 
strata of the Crow’s Nest moun¬ 
tain Is older than that which 
makes up its base showing that 
the Mountain is not on its own 
base but must have been pushed 
approximately five miles east of 
the general mountain front. 

The coal formations took place 
when the area was flat and 
swampy. Climatic conditions at 
that time allowed for abundant 
plant growth* As the plants died 
and fell thew were covered by 
water thus preventing bacterial 
action which causes rotting. As 
layer after layer of these de¬ 
posits were layed down they 
were eventually squeezed by tre¬ 
mendous pressures Into rock-like 
coal. Various seams in the Pass 
can be traced and fitted together 
such that all mines show the

Rural Electrification 


THE USE*OF ELECTRIC POWER for lighting and for running 
machinery Is commonplace In these times and it is vital in the operation 
of homes and industries throughout the country. Because of the-large 
number of consumers in a small area, people in the cities at one time 
benefitted more from the service of electricity than those in the country 
districts, but rural electrification has spread rapidly in Canada and a large 
number of farms now have electric power. In 1948 there were 213,205 
farms in Canada serviced by electricity, and no doubt this number has 
increased considerably since that time. The uses of electricity on the 
average farm are many. It is valuable for lighting, in addition to its uses 
in operating appliances both in the home and for the operation of the 
farnj. 

This matter was discussed recently at a meeting of 
Is Used More field men of the Veteran’s Land Act administration 

In The Home held in Saskatoon ' Mr - M - E - Dodds ° f the swift 

- Current experimental station, told of a survey which 

had been made of 87 farms on which electricity was used and he pointed 
out that in this group, fhore electrical appliances were being used in the 
home than for the operation of the farm. These farmers had invested 
$65,000 for domestic appliances, and only $18,500 in productive machinery 
operated by electricity. Although electricity is of greater use in farm 
work where there are diversified crops, Mr. Dodds expressed the opinion 
that many farmers are not making full use of electric power in their 
farm work. In using electricity for operating separators, food choppers, 
milking machines and ot^ier equipment the farmer could cut out many 
chores and increase labor return, the agriculturist pointed out. 

Rural electrification is an Important factor in making 
ShOUla rOy farm life more attractive and farm work more efficient 
For ItSOlf at a time when rapid industrial expansion in Canada 

provides many opportunities for those who are dissat¬ 
isfied on the land. The use of electricity for running domestic appliances 
Should in no way be discouraged for no one would question its value in 
increasing the comfort, convenience and efficiency of the farm home, 
the same time, its uses for production should not be overlooked. Mr. Dodds 
pointed out that farm electrification should be made to pay its way, and 
to do that it must be used for operating farm machinery as well’as in the 
house. Requirements vary in different localities and in different types of 
farming, but electricity is of value everywhere and full use should be 
made of its services, whenever that is possible.

LEASK, Sask.—Mrs. Suzette Bird, 
a pipe-smoking Indian woman on the 
Mistawasis Reserve near here, Is re¬ 
puted to be 106 years old. 

Living alone with a granddaughter, 
growing deaf- and speaking very lit¬ 
tle English, she is one of the last 
links with Saskatchewan’s past. 
Neighbors say she recalls the Reil 
Rebellion and other historic incidents. 

In the summer Mrs. Bird still 
walks two miles each Sunday to the 
Presbyterian Mission and back, 
winter she rides in the bottom of a 
horse-drawn sleigh box. 

A granddaughter recently verified 
Mrs. Bird's age by examining records 
when treaty money was-paid last 
year. It was found then she was 
105. 

Born Suzette Longneck at Saddle 
Lake, Sask., she later married Peter 
Muchahoo whose Indian name trans¬ 
lated means Bad Owl. Later, her 
name was modernized to Bird and in 
recent years she has been called 
Widow Bird or ihore often Nucoom, 
Cree for Grannie.

More tourists came to Canada in 
1951 than in any year except 1948, 
the resources department announced 
in Ottawa. In a review of the year’s 
tourist activities, the department said 
visitors from other countries spent a 
total of $271,000,000 in Canada. Of 
this, United States visitors spent 
$355,000,000. 


Scientists Seek 
New Use For 
Volcanic Ash 


Deposits Exist At Several 
Points in Saskatchewan 

SASKATOON. — University of 
Saskatchewan scientists are try¬ 
ing to find a way to cash in on 
ash from volcanoes which erupt¬ 
ed in prehistoric times. 

From these eruptions great clouds 
of volcanic dust arose aqd drifted 
across the earth’s surface, settling 
sometimes thousands of .miles from 
the scene of the eruption. 

The settling dust formed beds up 
to 30 feet in depth gt some places. 
Volcanic ash deposits exist in Sask¬ 
atchewan at Rock Glen, St. Victor, 
Neidpath, Duncairn and Waldeck. 

A number of uses have been found 
for the volcanic ash. One is in the 
highly technical process of the clari¬ 
fication of vegetable and mineral 
oils. At present considerable quanti¬ 
ties of “activated bentonite”, a ma¬ 
terial closely related to volcanic ash 
are imported from the United States 
for this purpose. 

Another use of this type of ma¬ 
terial is in the preparation of drill¬ 
ing muds, now imported to western 
Canada in large quantities for the 
oil search. 

University experiments are 
cemed with a third possible use of 
volcanic ash—as a “pozzolan” in the 
making of concrete. Pozzolan is a 
material which is mixed with Port¬ 
land cement-in order to save on the 
cement, to increase the long-term 
strength of the concrete and make it 
less permeable and more resistant to 
flood waters. 

Pozzolans are mainly used in the 
construction of dams and bridges. If 
Saskatchewan volcanic ash is found 
to have a high degree of pozzolanic 
efficiency, it may be a valuable asset 
in the construction of the proposed 
South Saskatchewan river dam. 

However, the tests require long 
periods, usually several years, 
complete. 

University experiments are under 
the direction of Dr. A. B. Van Cleave 
of the chemistry department and 
Prof." A. H. Douglas of the college 
of engineering. Prof. Douglas 
doing long-term tests on actual con¬ 
crete mixes.

— Brangus cattle are grazTng on the Alberta 
range near here on the Red Deer river some 60 miles north of 
Medicine Hat. To young Bruce Dawson and his neighbors it is 
an interesting experiment and one of three in Canada. 

done on a much wider scale in the 
United States. They are Dawson, 
James Mitchell of Maple Creek, Sask., 
who keeps his cattle at Manyberries 
in the Medicine Hat area, and a 
breeder in Ontario. 

The true Brangus carries three- 
eighth Brahman blood and 
eighth Aberdeen-Angus blood. They 
are black in color and hornless. 

Compared with other average 
breeds, the Brangus weighs 50 to 75 
pounds more at weaning time, 150 
pounds more at two years and up to 
300 pounds more at maturity. 

Besides having more poundage to 
improve the pocket book, the Bran¬ 
gus is immune to pink eye and can¬ 
cer eye. It has sweat glands. It also 
has a muscular membrane between 
the hide and flesh that enables it to 
dislodge insects and hence is less 
bothered by flies and mosquitoes. 

Dawson obtained h'.s first bulls in 
1949 from Clear Creek ranch, Welch, 
Okla. He started with half bloods 
and now has 30 quarter-bred heifers. 
He now is working on the three- 
eighths. So far, he says, he has put 
100 extra pounds on calves. 

Dawson says his animals have win¬ 
tered well, all outside. As they pro¬ 
gress in breeding they change ap¬ 
pearance to some extent. 

There is a small hump on the 
shoulder of the Brahman, he said, 
but on the half-blood it is half-way 
between the crest and the shoulder. 
On the quarter-blood it is farther to 
the front and on the three-eighths 
it moves back. 


Plans To Complete 
Electrification Of 
Manitoba Farms 

WINNIPEG.—Present plan* of the 
Manitoba power commission call for 
the complete electrification of all 42,- 
000 Manitoba farms in just over two 
years, Provincial Treasurer Ron 
Turner announced in the legislature. 

Mr. Turner, acting minister of pub¬ 
lic utilities, said 27,000 farms have 
been provided with power through 
the comrrjission. During the next two 
fiscal year^ftne cqmmtsSfofir p;ai)S ex¬ 
tensions to include 10,000 farms in 
areas and to 5,000 farms in 
areas now served. 

Rural electrification during the 
present fiscal year has included 24 
villages, bringing to 419 the total of 
cities, towns and villages served by 
the commission. 

Mr. Turner said Saskatchewan has 
only 8,000 electrified farms, Alberta 
12,500.

Committees Set Up 
In Town Council 

The Coleman town council 
held its regular meeting on 
Tuesday, March 18. Present were 
mayor N. E. Aboussafy, council¬ 
lors Toppano, Ramsay, Jenkins, 
Woods and Wavrecan. Bills were 
turned over to the various com¬ 
mittees for approval. 

A letter was read from Edmon¬ 
ton advising that a course in 
plumbing inspection was offered 
and that any municipality with 
over two thousand population or 
having a water and/or sewage 
system must appoint a plumbing 
inspector. The appointment was 
left in the hands of the light and 
water committee. Another letter 
informing the council that 1 
courses were offered at various 
Alberta points for the instruc¬ 
tion of fire department heads in 
conjunction with the Civil De¬ 
fence organization. The courses 
were offered from April 28 to 
May 3. This will be looked into 
next meeting. The by-law under 
the Civil Defence Act was read 
empowering the council to use 
money for Civil Defence pur¬ 
poses without bringing it up be¬ 
fore the ratepayers. As the 1952 
budget already allows for Civil 
Defence expenditures, the by¬ 
law was not needed in Coleman. 

Len Smith, operator of Len’s 
White Rose service station, re¬ 
quested permission from the 
council to set up a sporting goods 
shop in conjunction with his 
garage. Council will advise Mr. 
Smith that in order to operate 
such a shop he must conform 
with town by-laws regarding the 
sale of goods after hours, Sun¬ 
days, and other town holidays. 

It was reported at the meet¬ 
ing that moneys charged for the 
collection of ashes were inade¬ 
quate to keep that department 
self-supporting, and that the 
present 50c per month rate 
would have to be increased. This 
was also left until next meeting. 

The council committees were 
set up for the fiscal year ’52-’53 
and show the following members 
on the various committees: 

Finance: Jenkins, Dibbee, 
and Toppano; Relief and Health 
—Wavrecan, Ramsay and Jen¬ 
kins; Building—Dibblee, Woods 
and Ramsay; Works and Pro¬ 
perty — Ramsay, Woods and 
/ Dibblee; Fire — Woods, Toppano 
/ and Jenkins; Rinks and Parks— 
Toppano, Jenkins and Wavre¬ 
can; Police—the whole council 
with Woods as chairman, Deputy 
Mayors— Woods, Dibblee, Top¬ 
pano, and Ramsay for a period 
of three months each. 

Requisitions from the school 
board and from the municipal 
hospital were looked into. The 
council felt that more informa¬ 
tion will be required before such 
requisitions are met. 

As applications for restaurants 
must be signed by a medical 
health officer. Councillor Top¬ 
pano was asked to ask Dr. Leis- 
mer to check the restaurants 
twice yearly. 

Business license moneys will 
be collected from those busi¬ 
nesses which fall under the li¬ 
cense by-law. This money will be 
deducted from the business tax. 

Gov.-Gen. Urges Sup¬

At this moment several hun¬ 
dred Canadian scientists, with 
the assistance of the Canadian 
Cancer Society, are working tire¬ 
lessly in universities and hospit¬ 
als across Canada in their 
search for the cause and cure of 
cancer. 

These able workers have al¬ 
ready contributed to advances in 
the treatment of the disease. 
However, if we are to make the 
most of these advances, it is im¬ 
portant that diagnosis be made 
and treatment given at an early 
stage of the disease. To this end, 
the Canadian Cancer Society 
conducts an ever-expanding ed¬ 
ucational program to bring the 
facts about cancer to the public. 

In cancer, as in all chronic 
diseases, patients and their de¬ 
pendents may face problems 
which can be solved by a help¬ 
ing hand which provides sick 
room supplies, family care, or 
transportation to and from clin¬ 
ics. These and other services are 
tangible contributions being 
made by the many voluntary 
workers who devote their time 
and effort to the welfare work 
of the Society in hundreds of 
Canadian communities. 

The Canadian Cancer Soci¬ 
ety’s noble -work of assisting 
medical research, Informing the 
public and helping the sick, is 
worthy of the support of us all."

Perhaps 
if they did, they might consider 
how crippling the trend is grow¬ 
ing. Perhaps it does not bear 
thinking about, unless thought 
can be translated into action. 

Certainly these scores of regula¬ 
tions” which creep into depart¬ 
ments of government, both fed¬ 
eral and provincial, are never 
brought up in any pre-election 
campaign. They are not the out¬ 
come of public demand, and 
they do serve to burden and 
complicate the life of the ordin¬ 
ary man, often quite unjustifi¬ 
ably. 

If a man who opened his own 
little business forty or fifty years 
ago were suddenly transplanted 
without conditioning into the 
business world of today he would 
go berserk. He would find him¬ 
self imposed upon by govern¬ 
ments to serve as a collecting 
agency at his own expense for 
the benefit of government. He 
would find his bookkeeping 
problems multiplied. Every de¬ 
tail of his business would be 
under the awful eye of govern¬ 
ment, and he would be hounded 
by inspectors whose watchword 
seems to be suspicion. He would 
flndJiis freedom of action ham¬ 
pered and his unpaid service on 
behalf of government burden¬ 
some beyond belief. But the man 
who has continued in business 
has been led step by step along 
the path, not realizing how far 
from any real freedom he has 
travelled. 

One of the headaches of the 
printing business, for example, is 
sales tax. The local office is 
obliged to collect this tax from 
the customer, and too often has 
not the time to show in the bill 
that the cost of the Job is In¬ 
creased 10% by the government 
sales tax, not profit coming to 
the office. The printing office 
must pay that tax whether the 
bill Is paid or not, and inspectors 
are round with their all-seeing 
eye to ensure that nothing is 
overlooked. There was time 
when authority demanded certi¬ 
fied cheques in payment of this 
sales tax, and pronto. 

A general headache for the 
ordinary employer is collection 
of income tax which means 
more complicated forms. The 
burden of returns is thrown on 
the individual employer, and to 
him goes the task of interpreting 
all myriad new regulations, with 
more inspectors to see he is do¬ 
ing his unpaid job to govern¬ 
ment satisfaction. Responsibil¬ 
ity is piled high, despite all pro¬ 
tests, continually adding to bur¬ 
den of book work. 

The question is to what 
lengths governments can go in 
creasing their range of inspec¬ 
tions, and imposing upon haras¬ 
sed business without rousing a 
most unwelcome revolt. And if 
there is no revolt what is the 
outlook fifty years from now? A 
complete dictatorship and sub¬ 
servience to government.
